All through the warm months the 
liardentMl snow banks ar« melting 
gradually.

If this 
moisture fell as rain it would almost 
immediately wash down through 
the rivers, which would hardly lie 
left at all in the summet, when the 
corps most needed water. 

Theau facts are so well known an 
to be coinmnnplaoe in (he Salt Lake 
Valley and in sub-arid regions of 
the West (tenprally. These are not 
80 well understood in Now Jerspy 
or Ohio, where snow is sometimes a 
disagreeable feature of winter 

In all parts of the country the no- 
tion pievails that snow Is of great 
valne as a fertiliter. Soientlsta, 
however, are Inclined to attach leas 
importance to its service in soil 
nutrition — for some regions that 
have HO snow are exceedingly fer- 
tile — than to its woith as a blanket 
during the months of high winds 
It prevents the blowing off of the 
finely pulverined richness of the "top 
soil. This, although little per- 
ceived, would often be a great loss.

nalcea Paper Flanae-Proot. 

A liquid that resists the action of 
fire ami water and renders all inflam- 
mable materials absolutely fire 
proof, has lieen perfected in the 
pharmaceutical laboratories of the 
Universiti' of Iowa. When wood, 
clothing or paper, is saturated with 
it ami then dried, an insoluble 
mineral material is leflin the cells of 
the fiber which makes combnstinn 
impo^slble The drying may lie 
spontaneous, or, in the 0486 of 
wood, may be done in a kiln. 

As a test, a block of wood, which 
had been soaked in the new prepara 
tion ami allerwaid drieil, resisted 
the flame of a Hunsen burner for 
one hour, whereas a similar block 
of untreated woo<1 was burned to 
ashes in exactly nine minutes The 
flame of a Hunsen burnei gives n 
much greater heal than an ordinary 
(ire — from 700 to 1.000 decrees Fahr- 
enheit. — Popular Science Monthly. 



A Drop of Water. 



Figures are sometimes impressive 
sim|ily by beinii so stnpentlons that 
the lininHii mind grasps them with 
(IKTlcnlty. An instance in point is 
Hffiirded by the illustration once 
oflfeied to his hearers by an eininent 
scientist, who, in order to bring to 
their comprehension the idea of 
nliimale particles of water, stated 
that If he were to empty a tumbler 
containing half a pint of water, 
letting out each second a number 
equal to 1,000 timet the populfttloa 



of the earth, it would require some- 
wherw between 7,000,000 and 
47,000,000 years to empty the 
tumbler. Lord Kelvin has assured 
us that if H drop of water were 
magnified to the site of the earth 
the particles would be between the 
size of cricket balls and footballs. 
If that statement Is correct the 
drops of water in all the oceans are 
not many times so numerous as the 
particles, or molecules, in a single 
diop.

The Sun Drawing: Water. 

When beams are seen radiating 
from the sun, especially when they 
are directed toward the horiz«in, the 
sun is said to be "drawing water," 
and this phenomenon is popularly re 
irarded as a sign of rain. Probably 
most children, and perhaps most 
grown-ops, have fancied when look 
ing at the pretty spectacle that the 
lines of light and slmdow nonvetur 
ing toward the sun were actnally 
stieams of vapot that the luminary 
was sucking up from the earth, and 
which would presently condense in- 
to clouds and showers. These lines 
are, however, the resnltof the pMs<>. 
SKe of Kunli^ht between clouds al 
rtady formed. The dark lines are 
floudsliHdows ; the bright lities, 
snnbennis made visible by the pre- 
^ellce of iluHt or diops of water in 
the air — like the sunbeams seen in 
a dusty room. The beams and 
shadows are really parallel, their 
apparent convergence or divergence 
being the effect of perspective. As 
a tule, the tiaz\ oonditioii of the air 
that renders the beams visilde in 
dicatee an active condensation of 
moisture, and therefore has some 
value has a prognostic of rain, 
though, like other looal signs, it 
often fails. 

A phenomenon of similsr origin 
18 often seen when the snn is below 
the horizon. In this case the fan 
like sheaf of the beams is seen 
spreading upward ; lines of blue 
alternating with the pink of the 
western sky at sunset, or the east- 
ern sky at sunrise. The morning 
phenomenon gave rise to the clas- 
sical description of the *' rosy finger- 
ed dawn." The technical name of 
these fan like beams is "crepus- 
cular rays." A rarer phenomenon 
is that of •' anticrepnscniar rays," 
which appear to converge toward a 
point in the horizon opposite the 
sun. Crepuscular rays are some- 
times called " diverging beams," 
and anticn'puscular rays "converg- 
ing beams," though the expressions 
*' diverging" and '* oonveiging" are 
necessarily relative terms 

One of the most picturesque le- 
gends connected with the solar 
beams is that told in the islands of 
the South Pacific, where the beams 
are known as " the ropes of Maui " 
It is related that in former times 
the sun god, Ra, was not so regular 
in his habits as he is to-day. In 
fact, he caused the South Sea 
islanders much annoyance by set 
ting in the morning, or at noon, or 
at other inopportune times, just 
when his light was needed for the 
dailj' tasks of mankind. The great 
hero, Mhoj, undertook to cure him 
of these eiratic habits, and the first 
step was to make the sun god 
prisoner. This' was accomplished 
!>}' laying a seiies of six snares, 
made of strong coooanut fiber, 
along the sun's path in the sky. 
When the deity next rose from 
Avaiki, or the land of ghosts, the 
first noose encircled him, but slip- 
ped down and only caught his feet; 
the second slipped too, but caught 
the sun god's knees; the thlnl 
caught around his hips Still R'^ 
pressed on, scarcely hampered l)y 
these ooutrivancea. The fourth 
nooso tightened around his waist, 
the fifth under his arms, and finally 
the sixth ard last caught him 
around the neck and almost stran 
gled him. Then the sun-god con- 
fessed himself vanquished, and in 
fear of his life, promised Maui that 
he would In future adjust his dally 
journeys more in accordance with 
comfort and convenience of mortal 
men. Ra was then allowed to pro- 
ceed on his way, but Maui prudent- 
ly declined to take off the ropes, 
which may still be seen hanging 
from the snn at dawn, and when he 
descends into the ocean at uigbt. 
Hence the islanders say, when they 
behold the beams radittlnff from 
the SUP," Tena 'e launa a Maui."

Silk Culture In India. 

The progress of silk oulure in In- 
dia and Ceylon is the subject of a 
most interesting series of annual re- 
ports issued l>y Mr. F Booth Tuck- 
er, of the SaWaMou Army, which 
body has displayed great activity in 
eounet'tion with the development of 
this impoitant industry. The lat- 
est of these reports, that of 1915- 
16, is just to hand from India. In 
1910, Mr Booth Tucker consulted 
the Imperial Institute with refer- 
ence to the silk produced by the 
Salvation Army silk-weaving school 
in the Bengalores District. Aspect- 
men of the silk was accordingly 
scientifically examined at the insti- 
tute. The results were highly 
favorable, and were confirmed from 
the commercial point of view by a 
leading silk manufactoring firm in 
this country, to which a sample 
was submitted. Sulisequently the 
Imperial Insti'nte arranged for 
spinning and weaving trials of the 
silk to be made, and as the result 
of these trials certain defects in the 
silk weie pointed out. Since then 
the number of Salvation Army silk 
centres in India and Ceylon has 
been greatly increased, and in 
April last there were twenty-eight. 
Nearly all of these centres under- 
take silk-worm rearing and silk- 
reeling.

Onb of the recent newspaper 
articles upon Helen Keller, says 
that ' ' she was born in a black 
prison — deaf, dumb and blind." Of 
course this statement (or rather mis- 
statement) creates additional won- 
derment at her intellectual acquire- 
ments. 

It is true that Helen Keller could 
hear and see when a little child. 
Jast at what age the calamity of 
deafness and blindness occurred, we 
have no data «t hand to establish. 
But, if our memory is true, her 
double affliction was caused by sick- 
ness at the age of two years. 

Teachers of the deaf know what a 
stupendous advantage accrues from 
two years of sight and hearing in 
the subsequent intellectual ctdtiva- 
tion of deaf children. And when to 
this is added the special teaching 
and mental precocity of Helen Kel- 
ler, she should not be regarded as a 
•tandard of comparison with other 
afflicted children. 

It is said that she'has learned to 
speak with a'conaiderable degree of 
distinctness, and also reads speech 
by placing her fingers upon the 
lips of the speaker. Of her accom- 
plishments in speech and lipreading, 
no deaf man is qualified to offer an 
opinion. Of her remarkable mental 
accomplishments, tbe deaf unite 
with the hearing in sincere admira- 
tion. 

However, most of the deaf know 
that she has been exploited much to 
their detriment, that her public ap 
pearances and utterances have sug- 
gested to the public mind that the 
method of her education contained 
in it some subtle superiority that our 
schools throughout the land have 
failed to attain. 

She has been a single pupil of a 
single teacher through every wak- 
ing hour of her life, something that 
cannot be offered to other deaf chil- 
dren because of the extraordinary 
cost — and also because tha ordinary 
deaf child does not make the ac- 
quisition of knowledge an obsession, 
but is diverted by the ever varying 
scenes and activih'es that engage the 
eyes. 

Conceding that Helen Keller is all 
that public print has made her out to I ,, 
be, we are forced to the conviction 
that she is a marvel indeed, and 
should not be offered as an example 
of what can be attained by the 
ordinary mind under the conditions 
in which ordinary people live. 

We would not detract one iota 
from the praise and admiration that 
has followed her career, nor ignore 
in the least the ieaaons of persever- 
ance and courage that her life has 
tangbt ; but we would object to the 
manner and method of her exploita- 
tion, ior tbe reaaoo that it conveys 
an jmpreasioo that i» wrongful, hurt- 
ful and unjust, coticeming the mass 
of people whose lives are handicap- 
ped by tmrespoDslTe ears.

During the ten years of her 
residence in the Home, she never 
gave the mangement any tronlde 
and always endeavored to make 
herself helpful to thee aronnd her. 
She was sixty one years of age at 
the time of her death. 

The attendance at the Sehool 
yesterdav noon had reached 468. of 
which 258 are boys and 210 girls. 
Th<» new pupils number 27 boys 
and 26 girls, or a total of flfty-flve 
Most of these are under ten rears 
of age. There are still thirty- 
seven tardy pupils lo be added. 
Last year the total attendance 
reache<l 612, and it is expected that 
this number will he r-eached ag'in 
when the tardy ones have returned. 

The School, in all its depart- 
ments, is now well under way. the 
newcomers show little homesick- 
ness that generally crops ont at the 
t'eginning of a new school year. 
They romp and play with their 
older companions al)ont the grounds 
as if they had been long-time play- 
mates.

Uncle Sam's Greatest Secret. 

If there is a secret which Uncle 
Sam jealously guards, it is the 
process of manufacturing tbe fiber 
paper upon which his money notes 
are printed. He pays a Massa- 

chusetts firm"' forty-three cents a 
pound for it, and ibis firm does its 
work under the surveillance! of a 
government agent. The paper is 
manufactured of the finest rags, 
cleaned, lioiled and mashed into a 
pulp. As it is ndled into thin 
sheets, silk threads are introduced 
into it by a secret process. Tliese 
are the distinguishing marks 
making imitation of the paper well 
nigh impossible. The sheets^fof 
puper already counted twice and 
placed in uniform packages at the 
paper mill, are stored in the treasury 
vault and Issued to the bureau of 
engraving as wanted. Before 

leaving the treasury they are count- 
ed three times more, aud the re- 
ceiving' officials at the l^ureau must 
receipt for them. Tlien the tiuiidles 
are unwrapped and the sheets are 
counted tweniy-eight times by a 
Corps of women. 

%This is to insure that each printer 
gets the recorded number — no more, 
no less. If one sheet of tliis pre- 
cious paper t»e lost, the force of men 
and- women having access to the 
room where the misplacement has 
oecuired are kept in, like so many 
sehool children, to find it. Each 
sheet is issued from the vault for 
the printing of a defl ed amount of 
money npon it. It the lost sheet 
were intended to ultimately re- 
present four thousand dollars worth 
of notes, the group of employees to 
-vhom the reeponsihiliiy of its mis- 
placement has l>een iiaced must 
make good that amount if tliey 
cannot locate it within a reasonable 
lime. The most expensive loss 
which has occurred was a blank 
••heet issued for tbe printing of 
ei.riit (loiljjrs npon'iis face. — Ladies' 
Home Journal.
